OTTAWA, Jan. 11—O. M. Big- 
gar, chief counsel for Alberta,

He asked the court to rule 
whether the intention of the leg- | 
islature in enacting the bills was 
relevant to the issue of their valid- 
ity. If it was, he said, the Alberta 
representatives could not be bound | 
by evidence of intention contained | 
in. the Dominion factum. They 
would have to bring to the atten- | 
tion of the court other material 
bearing no intention. 

The three bills in issue relate to 
the taxation of banks, regulation of 
credit and newspapers. The court 
is asked to say whether they are 
within the power of the Alberta 
legislature.

Townspecple may be tramping 
icy sidewalks on a mixture of 


sand and sodium sulphate instead 
of sand and salt or just plain 
cinders if Ald, Blair Paterson's 
ideas are carried out.

Is At End 


Edmonton will abandon its 
work-for-wages program for 
unemployment relief cases 
until such time as it obtains 
the approval of the senior 
governments to projects 
which can be carried out un- 
der the program, city council 
decided Monday night. Men 
will still be called out to work, 


but will not receive the cash 
bonus provided for by the 
work-for-wages plan. 

Decision to call a halt to the 


program which has been in efiect 
during the past year and which 
has resulted in the expenditure of 
a total of $33,000 in cash bonuses 
to relief cases given jobs, was 
made following objections to the 
plan raised by the federal govern- 
ment, 


Dominion authorities maintiar 
that no part of the federal direct 
relief grant given Edmonton should 


be used for projects benefici¢ a} to the 
sion for

such projects should be made in the 
budget, and that the grant is made 
by the government f direct re 
lief purposes and not for a works 


program,

senior governments to work-for- 
wages projects is obtained, the gov- 
ernments will not recognize such 
expenditerres as part of unempioy- 


ment relief nor will they contrib- 
ute to them 
In a report to council, commis- 


sioners pointed out that the pro- 


gram only covered work which 
would not otherwise be under- 
taken due to lack of funds, such 
as snow removal, grass cutting, 
extra scavenging, etc. 

Through the work - for - wages 
plan, married men on relief were 
Biven this type of work to an 
amount sufficient to cover the re 
lief allowance they received. 

GOT CASH 

But in addition to this they were 
given extra work to an amount 
sufficient to cover 10 to 20 per 
cent of their relief allowance. This 
extra work was paid for in cash 

For instance, a relief case receiv- 
ing an allowance of $60 a month 


would be given $72 worth of work, 
the extra $12 being paid him in 
ca’sh 

With the abandonment of this 
program, the city is forced to re- 
turn to the “call work” system 
under which relief cases work 
so many days in the month as a 
contribution toward allowances 
they are receiving. Those refus- 
ing to turn out for work must 
be cut off relief, according to 
a motion passed by council in 
1935 and which is still in effect. 

No cash is paid under the 
call work system.

J. Edgar Hoover, G-Man 
Chief, Personally Greets 
Canadian

It was the first occasion a foreign

er, chief of the G-men, took the op- 
portunity to welcome him especial-| 
ly, The Canadian officer is Ser-| 
geant R. M. Wood, of Prince Albert} 
sub-division of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police. 

“We hope you will learn much 
from United States and we expect 
te learn much from you,” Mr.

The academy will last for 12 
weeks and the class includes six 
sheriffs’ officers, three state police | 
officers, and 26 police officers from 
municipalities in the United States. 
One comes from Panama. 


IMPROVED METHODS 

The academy was siarted July 29, 
1935, and this is the seventh session 
Each session lasts 12 weeks, during 
which the foremost criminologists 
and police officers selected from 
the higher institutions of learning 
co-operate with the training school 
staff and experts in the bureau in 
instructing the class on improved 
methods of fighting crime,

A WORLD EVENT 


States and Great Britain intend to negotiate a 


trade agreement. Meaning of course that they 
propose to reduce their tariffs, each on an exten- 
sive range of products originating in the other 
country; with the avowed object of stimulating 
a larger exchange of goods between them 

Primarily the official notice is intended for 
the information of residents of the two countries, 
who may wish to make representations to their 
respective governments as to what concessions 
should or should not be asked or given. British 
colonies and protectorates will automatically 
share whatever concessions the United States 
may grant to British goods. Canada will also 
share the benefit, because of its “most favored 
nation” agreement with the United States. The 
other Dominions are expected to negotiate 
agreements on their own account with the Re- 
public. 

What it all amounts to, therefore, is that the 
English-speaking nations are about to revise 
their trading regulations for the definite purpose 
of enabling themselves to do business with each 
other more freely and more largely. That is a 
matter which the other nations cannot regard 
with indifference, whatever they may think of it. 
The United States and the British Empire com- 
prise the two largest trading units in the world, 
include its two greatest industrial nations, and 
produce commodities of all sorts from those of 
polar regions to those of the equitoria!l belt 

About one-third of the inhabitants of the 
world, occupying more than a quarter of the land 
surface of the globe, are thus turning their backs 
on “economic nationalism” and setting their faces 
toward freer trade and the expansion of com- 
merce. That is something the other nations will 
have to take into account in shaping their trade 
policies. ‘This international “new deal” is a pro- 
ject of major world importance, 


\ 


WHY PRETEND? 

Britain and France, it is given out with an 
appearance of official consent, will urge that the 
penalty clauses be struck out of the covenant 
of the League of Nations. There will be little 
surprise if they do so, and in the bad circum- 
stances little regret if the clauses are struck out. 
It has been demonstrated that “sanctions” can- 
not be enforced. That is the matter for regret— 
not that the useless provisions may be deleted 
from the covenant. 

“Sanctions” were pronounced against Italy 
when it assailed Abyssinia. Both these coun- 
tries were members of the League. One League 
member at least promptly announced it would 
not enforce sanctions; for the apparent reason 
that it was afraid to do so. Non-member nations 
were under no obligation to enforce them. The 
supposed prohibition of foreign purchases of war 
supplies became only a fiction. Italy was able 
to get all the supplies it wanted. “Sanctions” 
did not stop the war; nor inconvenience the ag- 
gressor in any serious way 

At the same time responsibility for trying to 
impose sanctions fell upon Britain and France. 
The result was seething resentment in Italy 
against these countries, expressed and provoked 
by “balcony speeches” at Rome. In the end 
Italy quit the League, after defying it and dis- 
crediting it in every conceivable way. The net 
outcome of the sanctions episode was to sharpen 
the threat of a large scale war in Europe, speed 
up armament-building all over that continent, 
and help inspire the new triple alliance of Italy, 
Germany and Japan for international lawless- 
ness. 

Dropping the “sanctions” clauses would mark 
the complete abandonment of hope that the Lea- 
gue could compel peace. That undoubtedly was 
the idea of President Wilson and Mr. Lloyd 
George. It hasn't worked. The terrible fact is 
the nations have refused to stand together for 
col ive security, in any number large enough 
to restrain aggressors.

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Saskatchewan's Brief 


By F. W. 
Saskatchewan. 

Those of us who have followed closely Sas- 
katchewan's presentation before the Rowell 
Commission must recognize in brief a 
masterly collaboration of facts and figures con- 
Stituting it a valuable book of reference and a 


monumental historical document. To lay bare 
the finances of the province and to enter so 
fully into its development, history and condition 
with reference to its many social services and 
problems was a task requiring much time, 
patience and concentration, and the government, 
is to be congratulated on the effectiveness of its 
work. It may be regarded as a confession of the 
provincial soul disclosing not only facts and 
figures but its principles of action. It is an 
honest confession, but whether it is a con- 
fession of honesty in its entire principles and 
prospective action requires some question.

ment’s brief practically admits this and further 
admits the province is so hopelessly in debt 
that it cannot pay its way nor will, even in 
good times, unless financial deliverance comes 
from the: federal government. It also admits 
that the mental attitude of itself and the people 
on these matters is unchanged and they have 
learned no economic lesson therefrom but are 
still bent on obtaining more and more public 
services, stfil bent on borrowing and further 
accumulating public debt in or to acquire 
such services and that they are still disinclined 
to give adequate care to repayment of loans or 
interest or to preserve their good name and 
credit. The brief of the province declares the 
government's supreme object is the welfare of 
the people, that the balancing of its budget, 
though desirable, is not an end in itself but 
only a means to an end, namely the people's 
welfare or convenience. 

At the hearing, Mr. Justice Rowell asked if 
it was not possible to build up a reserve in 
good years. Mr. Davis answered that the pro- 
vincial government had built up a reserve of 
$2,000,000 from liquor profits by 1929, but there 
had been a demand for highway development 
and the reserve had been spent. He added that 
provincial revenues for 1936-7 had been the 
highest in the history of the province, and Mr. 
Justice Rowell then asked: “If you can do that 
in a poor year, what about a good one?” He was 
then informed that the actual revenue for 
1936-7 was $16,642,204 while total expenditure 
for the same period was $17,905,254; that the 
revenue estimate for an average year in the 
future would be $18,764,000 while the spendings 
in an average future year could be expected to 
reach $24,473,900. For heaven's sake why? Why 
should expenditures exceed those of 1936-7 
and why should not the rest of its revenue be 
placed in a sinking fund to take care of loans 
and interest? Why? Because the government 


| fevidently expects its future spendings to be on 
|} the same grandiose scale under compulsion of 


/} popular demand for public services as in the 


past and that the accumulation of uncontrollable 
public debts shal] continue. Again why? Be- 
cause no government can long hold its office if 
it refuses to yield to the people’s demands. 
That is to say, our provincial statesmen, for the 
wélfare and continuance in office of their party, 
must not be able to stand up to an honorable 
economic principle but must becorne tools, mere 
tools, in the hands of their electors, not govern- 
ing according to honest conviction but as creat- 
ures of the circurnstance of the popular will, 
however destructive, dishonest and perverse. 
A further corollary to this attitude is the 
government's suggestion of refunding the pro- 
vincia] debt. It is opposed to repudiation but is 
prepared to support a proposal which would 
give the bondholder the alternative of accept- 
ing cash for his bond, with interest doubtiess 
to date of payment, or another bond at a lower 
rate of interest not greater than 3 1-2 per cent. 
It is not in favor of compulsory refunding but 
if it were sought before maturity of the bond 
and before the time, if any, expressed therein 
for its recall, how could such refunding become 
effective without the voluntary co-operation of 
all the bondholders? And if only a portion of 
them consented to refunding could the balance 
of them expect at the allotted times their full 
quota of interest? And in such a circumstance, 
if the refunding should be voluntary, how many 
bondholders could be counted on to sufficiently

After inflammatory changes begin in the 
kidney as the result of Bright's disease or 
chronic nephritis, the kidneys lose their delicate, 
accurate power of selecting poisons and will 
then begin to do their work backwards. They 
will throw out albumin which should be kept 
in the body and will keep in water and various 
waste materials, which should be thrown out. 

The retained water may produce dropsy or 
edema; at first it appears as a slight puffiness 
of swelling under the skin which may affect 
the ankles or the area under the eyes. At the 
start, this puffiness may come and go, but later 
it may remain persistently. The skin over the 
dropsical apre is stretched tight, has a pale, 
glossy look, and if pressed with the finger, will 
remain indented. Dropsy may, however, not 
appear at all in Bright's disease. 

Some of the general symptoms which may 
be noted are: indigestion, dizziness, headache, 
rapid beating of the heart, a sallow, muddy 
complexion, a feeling of weakness, and a grad- 
ual loss of the ability to see well. The patient 
may undergo an intense itching of the skin. 

One of the changes found when the liquid 
waste from the kidneys of a patient with neph- 
ritis is tested in the laboratory is the presence 
of albumin, often found in excessive amounts. 
This means that the kidney is no longer doing 
properly its work of filtering and is allowing 
the albumin to flow through it when it should 
be holding it back. However, as albumin may 
be found in many other conditions, its mere 
presence does not prove that nephritis is the 
cause.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mrs. Silvita R. writes: .“For 
over a year now I have suffered v snake- 
like spots before my eyes and was told by an 
eye specialist that, although this condition 
might be brought on by many things, none of 
the usual causes seemed to fit my case. Do you 
know why I must suffer?” 

ANSWER: The snake-like spots which ap- 
pear before the eyes are caused by small! cells 
in the vitreous humor which become more or 
less opaque when in the bright light or when 
looking at light colored objects. These cells 
cause shadows on the retina, where they are 
projected forward so as to appear in front of 
the eyes. Practically everyone has this con- 
dition to some extent, especially short-sighted 
people. Any condition inducing a toxicity of 
the body will cause greater density in the 
opacity of the cells so that the shadows or spots 
become more noticeable. They do not interfere 
with the vision and are not, as a rule, of a 
serious nature, but it is wel] to try to find out 
the cause of the toxic condition which may be 
due to liver trouble, indigestion or constipation. 
Eyestrain or wrong lighting may make the con- 
dition more noticeable. My suggestion would 
be that you send in a request for my article on 
auto-intoxication and my cleansing diet, accom- 
panied by a large, self-addressed, stamped 
envelope.

A Day in Canadian History 
| 
|

One hundred and twenty three 
years ago today, January 11th, 1818, 
a boy was born at Glasgow, Scot- 
land, who was destined to change 
the whole future of British Am- 
erica. John Alexander Macdonald 
was born in Scotland, but the thea- 
tre of his life was the very small 
Canada to which he was brought as 
a lad, and which he made the 
foundation for that Dominion 
which now stretches from sea to 
sea under the Union Jack, the flag 
which he loved and which covered 
his funeral when he was buried in 
1891. 

John A. Macdonald is to Canada 
what George Washington is to the 
United States; but how many Can- 
adians regard him as such? More 
than once I have had friends from 
the United States who had studied 
Canadian history ask: “Why do you 
Canadians so ignore your great 
men?” One of them, a distinguish- 
ed public man, indeed, a minister 
plenipotentiary from the Uni 
States to Canada, told me that if 
Canada was the United States, tne 
llth day of January would be ob- 
served as a public holiday just as 
our neighbors respect and praise 
Washington and Lincoln on their 
birthdays. My only excuse was that 
we were yet too close to John A. 
Macdonald to forget the political 
and hatreds which he 
. (The same can be said also 
of his great successor, Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier.) 

Is it too much to hope that, in 
years to come, even if only in the 
schools, the recurrence of Sir 
John’s birthday may be made an 
occasion to recall his services to 
Canada and the Empire? Let me 
commend to you a passage by 
Professor George W. Wrong: 

“Macdonald was a great patriot. 
He had imagination and courage; 
and he, more than any other lead- 
er, had helped to weld into a 
united state the varied elements 
in the life of Canada. Today his 
faults, some of which, with the 
frankness of a great character, he 
freely acknowledged, are welle 
nigh forgotten, and he is remem- 
bered as a skilful leader of men 
who, with little thought of pere 
sonal gain, threw his energies into 
building up a great British State 
to include half a continent.” 

Why, indeed, stop at Macdonald? 
Why should not each province in- 
clude in its school curriculum, on 
the right anniversaries, the stories 
of the Builders of their Land? 
Howe and Tupper in Nova Scotia, 
for example? The Good Book tells 
us to honor our fathers for the 
foundations they laid. Are we do- 
ing that in our schools today? I 
fear not.

ENFREW PARK was in the frying pen again last night at the city 
council meeting when the aldermen considered a proposal from 
Henry Roche that the city pay him $4,412.35 for his remaining equity in 


this baseball park and take the property over.

supervise the operation of it, “thus avoiding personal jealousies and the 
suggestion that it is being operated for private profit instead of for the 
good of sport.” by 

Attached to Mr. Roche’s communication was.an auditor's report show- 
ing the value of the park at present to be $7,651.40. Mr. Roche showed 


where he has paid the city a total of $3,027:12 from the time the park was | 


started. This was made up of $650 for the building of the diamond, $200 
for sewer construction, $192 for asphalt approach, $285.12 for cutting grass, 
water and light, and $1,700 rental. 


“The city having received the sum of $3,027.12 as shown above, 
will on paying me $4,412.35 obtain a ball park second te none in 
western Canada at a net cost of $1,385.23,” Mr, Roche concluded. 


City Engineer Haddow was not very enthusiastic about the proposed 
deal for Renfrew. “I see no reason why the city should reimburse Mr. 
Roche. I think the terms of the lease are quite clear in this respect,” he 
observed. “The lease expires May 23, 1938. My suggestion is that the city 
should renew the lease to the Edmonton Senior Baseball League on such 
terms as are mutually agreed upon.”

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LDERMAN “Ted” Brown proposed at last night’s meeting of council 
that the Edmonton Boxing and Wrestling Commission be enlarged 
and re-named the Edmonton Athletic Commission, He explained that all 
sport should have a local governing body which would exercise the same | 
function as the present commission does in connection with boxing and | 
wrestling. The proposal was referred to the bylaws committee for con- 


sideration, | 
Unfortunately, the alderman did not amplify his proposal. It is 
difficult to see just what sort of “supervision” he contemplates. The | 
boxing and wrestling commission has power to dea] only with pro — 
fights and wrestling. This power comes from the fact that the city has | 
the right to impose a license for these two sports since they are purely 
business ventures, No such control is possible over amateur sports. | 


For example, hockey has a city, provincial and dominion governing 
body. So have all other major amateur sports. Boxing is governed by 
the Western Canada Boxing Federation of which the Edmonton commis- 
sion is a member with authority under the city charter to lay down the 
conditions under which a permit for a fight will be granted. 


It does not seem that Alderman Brown means that the city should 


seek a charter amendment which would empower it to impose a license 
fee on every amateur hockey or baseball game played within its boun- 
daries and control these sports by means of this tool. This would be 
an impossible situation. 


On the other hand, the city is finding itself more and more involved 
in sport ventures each year. There is a constantly growing number of 
playing fields, hockey rinks, the Stadium, municipal golf course, the 
swimming pools, the artificial ice plant in the arena and probably the 
acquisition of Renfrew Park. The time may be at hand when the adminis- 
tration of these properties could be centralized in one civic office to 
advantage. This may have been what was in the back of Alderman 
Brown's mind, 

It might also be wise to consider the appointing of an advisory com-| 
mittee on sport—a group of men closely in touch with the insides of sport 
which would advise the city on matters of policy. This committee would 
act as a clearing house on sport matters for the council, saving a lot of 
valuable time and giving the benefit of expert knowledge. Sport has 
become so involved in Edmonton that few men are in the position to know 
ell the various inside angles involved. Council would find such an

This trade, though re- 
cently on a declining scale from the 
record volume of the preceding 
year, has a value above one billion 
dollars and, like that of 1936, was, 
on a comparable price basis, actual- 
ly greater than in 1929. Had there 
been available for the autumn trade 
even a fair exportable supply of 
grains, instead of the smallest sur- 
plus ever on hend in relation to our | 
productive facilities, the total vol- 
ume of exports would have reached 
an all-time peak.” 

BUSINESS INFLUENCE 

After reviewing the difficulties 
with whéch exporters were faced 
during the past year, including high 
ocean freights which affected lum- 
ber shipments, a slackening of busi- 
ness in the United States which 
caused smaller exports of our news- 
print for immediate consumption, 
high tariffs against Canadian wheat 
and the problem of finding a mar- 
ket for our surplus cattle, Mr. Lo- 
gan pointed to the influence upon 
Canedian business of developments 
in other countries. In Canada the 
comparative stability in economic 
affairs has been achieved by con- 
structive business egterprise in this 
naturally favored land. 

“Canada is a country.” he con- 
cluded, “which, despite its ups and 
downs, has exceptional recupera- 
tive powers and unlimited possibil- 
ities. It is one of the best in which 
to live and work. We, in Caneda, 
have faith not only in the might but 
also in the good sense, calm judg- 
ment and wise forebearance, even 
in the face of grave and wilful pro- 
vocation, of the British people and 
their government. We have also 
confidence in the power, influence, 
and right intentions of our great 
neighbor and kindred democracy to 
the south. The chief interest of both 
the British ‘Empire and the United 
States is world peace. By their joint 
or co-operative action it is most 
likely to be achieved and made per- 
manent. To the extent that Canada 
is able to assist in the realization of 
this great ideal, our government 
should be able to depend upon the 
support and encouragement of the 
Canadian people.”
